I'AIIIS, June 25.—President Carnot, 


while proceeding from the banquet at 
the chamber of commerce, Lyoue, to the 
Grand theater in that city, at 0:15 
o'clock last evening, was stabbed with a. 
knife in the bowelu by an Italian named 
Ceeare Giovanni Santo, 22 years old. 


Curnot, when strusk, fell back sense- 


•leas, ami-wasI Immediately taken to the 
prefecture, where physicians attempted 
to stop the hemorrhage. Tlie doctors' 
skill was unavailing, and after lingering 
in great agony the stricken President 
expired about half an hour after mid- 
night. 


As eoon as the deed was accomplished 


the assassin was seined by the police, 
who experienced great difliculty in 
escorting him to tho station house, the 
infuriated populace making u number of 
determined attempts to lynch nim. 
it was soon ascertained that the as- 


Hiissin was an Italian named O'caitre 
Giovanni Santo. He is a beardless 


. young man about 22 years'old. When 


arrested he was attired in a brown suit 
and wore a peaked cap that matched 
the suit in color. As be marched under 
thu police guard from the Hue dc la 
Republique to the station he held his 
bend down, but he glanced furtively 
around »H though ho was seeking au op- 
l»orlumtj to escape. 
To have made 


such an attempt, however, would have 
been thu height ol folly, unless he de- 
sired to commit suicide, for there is not 
the slightest doubt had ho ^ot away 
from the protection of the police, that 
be would have been torn limb from 
limb by the crowd, whose every action 
allowed that they were thirsty for his 
blood. 


ik'jiE, June iJ5.—Ciuserc lliovanni 


Santo, the man who murdered President 
(Janiot, in the sun of Marie Broglio and 
Antoinc OascEavio. lie joined the an- 
nrcltiHt« association at an early age. In 
January, 1892, he tried, with two fellow 
anarcluete, to start a newspaper, but 
was unable txi raise the funds necessary. 
The police watched him and in IS'):t he 
went to Switzerland. 


MILAN, June 25.—In an interview lo- 


diiy with the Bister of Hanto, the assas- 
sin of President Carnot, she wml from 
the time ho was 10 years old her brother 
attended anarchistic meetings.

was infatuated witli (iori, a prominent 
anarchistic advocate. The police learned 
his anarchistic tendencies, ami at once 
si-arched tho house, securing a number 
of pamphlets.

LYONH, June 25. — Tho police

They 
are particularly anxious to find a hair 
dresser's assistant"named Marina Viol- 
lev, who is Bttiil to have rejiuateuly pre- 
dicted that President Carnot would be 
murdered on arrival here. Violley's 
mistress and one of Viollcy'H associates 
named Konx have been arrested, but 
Violley disappeared, but the police arc 
hopeful of being ablo to trace him. He- 
eently, while drunk, a friend of Violley 
exclaimed : "1 hear the tolling of bells, 
Violley has written an article and we 
are betrayed." 


PAHIK, June 25.—The announcement 


of the doath of President Curnot was 
formally made in tlio chamber of depu- 
ties and senate today. After reading 
Oupuy'H letter telling of the assassina- 
tion , 
Premier 
Casitnir-Prier 
said: 


"France remains brave and strong in 
the day of national mourning. 


The senate and chamber of deputies 


will assemble in 
electoral congress 


at Versailles, Wednesday, to elect a sue 
cessor to Carnot. 


The chamber of deputies is draped in 


mourning, and at Criapi's suggestion 
the chamber adjourned out of respect 
to the memory of Carnol. 


Tliu police have ascertained

Santo started from Cette for Lyons, but 
did not have enough money to pay his 
faro nil tlio way, and had to walk the 
last thirty miles. Ho arrived at Lyons 
Saturday afternoon. 


The- body of tho late President will 


arrive in Paris tomorrow morning. 


HOME, June 25.—Premier Crispi's offi- 


cial dispatch to the French government 
reads as follows : "I am deeply affected 
at the news of the misdeed which has 
robbed France of her lirat magistrate 
and Italy of a friend. 1 beg to express 
the feelings of horror and pain felt by 
the king's government and the whole 
Italian nation and my personal griel for 
tho illustrious man France haa just lost. 
He waa attached to mo not only by ties 
of admiration, but by sincere friendship. 
Assassins have no country, ami coun- 
tries to \vhich these criminals owe their 
birth are the first to repudiate them. 
Franco and Italy can ace in the assassin 
offty an enemy of humanity."

WAHiiiNflTON, June 25.—Upon conven- 


ing tins morning both the senate and 
house posBpfl

once out of respect.

LVONH, June 26.—A mob this evening 


eel firo to several Italian cafes. The 
commissary of police begged the crowd 
lo respect tho allliction of Mmo. Carnot, 
but the rioters replied with shouts of 
"We will avenge Carnot." Tho mob 


force of soldiers charted tho mob and 
Hspersed it. Troopa are still held in 
reserve under arms. At the retiuest of 
tho local authorities tlu: Italian Has has 
been removed from the Italian con- 
iii lute. 


LYUNH, Juno 25.—As night advances 


rioting becomes general, and it appears 
that the mob would tako full possession 
of the city. In Guillotiorio quarters 
disturbances are particularly violent. 
Thousands of men und boys paraded the 
Streets und attacked and sacked Italian 
stores. The loot obtained by the rioters 
consisted of liquors, part of which was 
drank, the balance poured into the 
streets and set on fire or burned in bar- 
rels and casks rolled into the thorough- 
fare. 


A numtar of arrests were made, but 


the prisoners were subsequently liber- 
ated by the gendarmes, who were vo- 
ciferously 
applauded by the 
mob. 


Many ringleaders who were arrested 
and discharged, were carried in tri- 
umph to fliniimr riotous scenes enacted 
in other quarters. 
The streets are 


strewn with debris. On the left side of 
the river llhine is the scene of the 
worst acts of violence. Here troops 
were summoned to aid the police, who 
had the utmost difficulty in restoring 
order. During tho night 300 arrests 
were made. 


TUI.ON, June 2ii.—The feeling against 


Italians is very bitter here. Today an 
Italian stevedore who spoke insultingly 
of tho late President, was fatally beaten 
by French workmen. 


PAHIS, Juny 25.—There was a small 


demonstration against Italians in the 
Latin quarter during the afternoon. The 
police suppressed the disturbance.

Aix-Los-Baines has just had before it 
one of the most extraordinary eases 
which can be found in the annals of 
crime. The accused was a hoy 16 years 
of age, named Francois Berthollier, who 
wae charged with the murder of another 
man named Blancbard. Berthollier did 
not deny the crime, but made the curi- 
ous defense that he had killlcd his vic- 
tim not only with the latter's consent, 
but in response lo his pressing request. 
The following extract from his examina- 
tion by the president of the court gives 
his version of the crime i 


Prisoner—On the day of tho arrival 


of the Russians, Blanchard and 1 wont 
to Tuolon. On tho way he told me how 
miserable he was and how much he de- 
sired to end his life. For several hours 
lie tried lo persuade men to deliver him 
from his miseries. 


President—Did you not ask him why 


he did not commit suicideV 


Prisoner—He said that he had not the 


necessary courage and that he had 
religious scruples. Two days later he 
came to my room and awakened me, 
saying, "Francois, I count on you for to- 
day. I want to get it over before the 
evening." I was very much astonished. 
He added: "I will sign a hill for you for 
1,800 francB, which you will get from a 
notary at Carpentias." 
President—So this sum of 1,800 francs 


caused vou lo consent? 


Prisoner—I went down stairs and 


bought a bill stamp for sixty centimes 
and drew out tho bill, which he signed. 
Then we went to Joillette to take tho 
tramway. While waiting for it we wont 
into a cafe, where Blanchard made mo 
drink several glasses of peppermint. 
Then he gave mo liO centimes to buy a 
knife in a ehop. When wo were ou the 
tramway ho said to mo: "Smoke as 
much as you can it will stupify you." 
At Estequa we again went into a cafe, 
where he made me drink four or live 
absinthes. 
Then wo Continued our 


route for some time, when suddenly 
Blanchard stopped, saying, "Thin place 
will do." 
Ho then went under tlie 


bridge which is there. Iflancliunl un- 
dreiisod and bandaged his eyes with a 
handkerchief. 


President—Did Blanchard lay down 


himself on tlie stones there? 


Prisoner—Yes, Monsieur. 
President— How many bliiwa did you 


give him? 
Prisoner— Four, 
lie then told me, 


".Strike me several times so that I won't 
suffer.

levying an extra burden ol taxation upon 
n citir.cn merely because lie IUIB the 
brains anil industry to earn a largo 
salary or to transact a business for him- 
self which brings large returns. The 
discouragement of intelligence, industry 
and enterprise is corUinly not a lesiti- 
niatt' function of any scheme of taxation. 
The purpose of an income tax, ae we 
understand it, is not to handicap intel- 
ligent industry, but to serve the double 
purpose nl providing revenue for the 
government and to discourage thotinor- 
diimtu and unhealthy ncciinnilati&n of 
wealth. If tins is not the case, the income 
tax should have the opposition of every 
citizen whether the tax affects him direct- 
ly or not. Unless it does discriminate ae 
to the character of incomes there is no 
excuse for its existence. 


An income tax which Tat: RErt'ni.iCAx 


would support would be ono levying a 


tax upon the incomes, above a fixed 
amount, of corporations of all kinds, 
incomes from the rental of real estate 
and from other sources of which the 
basis is capital invested. 
The man 


capable of earning a large salary or the 
business earning only u moderate in- 
come would be left out of the question. 
The tax, as THE RRPUBUCAS would levy 
it would full upon large incomes only, 
of the character mentioned, and would 
increase rapidly with the size of the in- 
come. For instance, a corporation with 
an annual income of $10,000 would not 
be 
heavily 
taxed, but the Stand- 


ard Oil monopoly and kindred cor- 
porations, with their enormous in- 
comes, would be taught that there is 
one means of shielding the small capi- 
talist and the small industry from the 
greed and power of wealth. The men 
who are annually piling their useless 
millions upon millions would find in the 
income tax a serious obstacle if this 
paper had the fixing of the rate of grad- 
uation, but the men who are merely en- 
joying tbe prosperity of well paid serv- 
ice with hands or brains would not pay 
n rent. 


Such an income tax as we have in 


view would reach the Astors, tho Rocke- 
fellers, tlie Moulds and tlie lesser mil- 
lionaires, and would compel them to 
pay dearly for the privilege of absorbing 
wealth beyond reasonable hounds, but 
it would not lay the weight of a feather 
upon healthy thrift or legitimate ambi- 
tion. That sort, of income tax would be 
of benefit to the country ; the one which 
is under discussion in tbe United States 
senate is a delusion and humbug.

Senator Vest has proposed to exempt 


building and loan associations tbat loan 
only to shareholders from tho pro visions 
of the income tax feature of the revenue 
bill. This deprives the bill of one of its 
worst features. H remains to be seen, 
however, whether Vest's amendment 
will be adopted and made law. The 
amendment was offered in response to a 
general demand, as was the amendment 
exempting dividends of savings banks, 
that thrift might not be discouraged. 
With these amendments the income tax 
ia deprived of its most objectionable

of $3,000 and 
over. The effect of 


this 
will 
be to 
greatly 
increase 


the number of those who will op- 
pose the re-election of congressmen 
who vote for it. Though men who earn 
t^OOO a year can well afford to pay the 
income tax they will not think eo, and 
as there are more than twice as many 
who earn $3000 aa there arc who earn 
more, the opposition to the measure 
will be increased three-fold. Whether 
it bs regarded aa just or unjust, it will 
be more unpopular than it was before 
and will meet with greater opposition. 
Each of the persons who will be taxed 
under the law, if it becomes such, will 
work for its repeal. The effect of their 
labors will be very damaginR to the 
party that proposes and passes the law, 
»nd it will become one of the most un- 
popular acts of nn administration that 
IB already so unpopular that thousands 
of those wuo elected it are nlrtaily re- 
pudiating it.—Stockton Independent.

for Sewerage Work. 


Suit \\&? filed against the city of 


Fresno and W. II. liIcKenxic yntiL«niay 
by W. O. Uraves, attorney for' Alexan- 
der Mi'Jtean, eontractor, who claims the 
ttimof MPOO, intcroEl and costs, on an 
outfall fewer contnu'i. 


The, t'oinjilaint sets forlh that the city 


'ruslees on December 10, l^SS, passed 
an ordinance and advertised for pro- 
posals for the earc unddisposiLion of the 
sewage of Fresno from iU outfall for the 
term of live years; that the plaintiff's 
bid of $4900 per annum was tbe lowest 
hid, and that the work was awarded to 
him by a contract made March 15, 1KK9. 


The work was commenced on Septem- 


ber 1, IflSS), and annual payments of 
t4!KK) were duly made on August ',11, 
I8!i0, Augubi ;;i. isfu ami August ;n, 
1892. 


But the plaintiff now alleges that the 


city of Fresno has not since June 1, 
1893, duly or at all performed the condi- 
tions of the said contract, but lias failed 
And refused to pay the plaintiff $4900 
per annum quarterly or nny Bum of 
money or nt ail, though payment ban 
ueiin duly demanded. 


Plaintiff further eUitee that during 


each of the years mentioned, 18S9, 1890,
